PARIS (AP)—President 
de Gaulle made a plea 
Thursday night for a united 
Europe to include the Soviet 
Union. TTie French leader 
posed the question of 
whether there would now 
be a war in Viet Nam if 
Europe had been united. 

De Gaulle spoke at a state 
dinner at ihe Elysee Palace in 
honor of Soviet Premier Alexei 
N\ Kosygin, who arrived Thurs¬ 
day for a nine-day state visit 

The French president said in 
his toast at the dinner that "the 
Soviet Union and the French Re¬ 
public are resolved to realize 
and to organize, in all fields, 
the co-operation the two coun¬ 
tries.” 

1 MUCH CLOSER 

Kosygin said French - Soviet 
relations are much closer tham 
two years age. He said he j 
agreed with much of what de 
Gaulle said, but made no refer¬ 
ence to closer Soviet ties wi(h 
Western Europe. 

De Gaulle renewed his call 
for a grand design for a united 
Europe that would extend "from 
ihe Atlantic to the Urals.” De 
Gaulle said that on a practical 
scale, this could be accom¬ 
plished first by widened ex- 
rnangrs of trade, scientific and 
technical Information, literary 
and artistic output, sludenta and 
tourists. * 

GERMAN FATE 

De Gaulle added that with 
European togetherness there 
would come "the possibility to 
consider objectively ... all the 
subjects of common Interest, es¬ 
pecially that of the fate of Ger¬ 
many and of security, which 
are obviously linked, and with¬ 
out settlement of which . . 
Europe can never find either 
harmony or stability.”

Wilson, Smith

GIBRALTAR (UPI)—Prime Minister Wilson 
and rebel Rhodesian Premier Ian Smith sailed early 
today aboard a British warship in the Mediter¬ 
ranean for secret showdown talks on the year-old 
Rhodesian independence crisis. 

Before flying to the rendezvous with Smith 
aboard the cruiser HMS Tiger, Wilson pledged no' 
sellout of Rhodesia’s black majority in any settle¬ 
ment of the Rhodesian question.

Wilson arrived in Gibraltar late Thursday 
night, and travelled by launch to the Tiger 
anchored in waters just off the British colony. 
Smith arrived from Salisbury about an hour later. 

A spokesman for Wilson In London described 
the initial round of talks early Friday as "short and 
welcoming." 


The Final Attempt' 

OTTAWA (UPI)—Sir Saville Gamer, one of Britain's 
most experienced officials, arrived here from Washington 
Thursday night for talks with Prime Minister Pearson on the 
Rhodesian crisis. 

Gamer said Wilson's faoe-to-face meeting with Smith 
would be "the final attempt” to negotiate a settlement leading 
toward majority government. If the last-ditch talks faU, 
Britain will call on the United Nation* to impose economy- 
busting mandatory sanctions against Smith's breakaway 
regime.

V-n Residents of inner Greater Victoria apparently 
ar* 1 destined to Pay the major part of the cost of this 
development also in their water bills, and presumably 
a northward extension of the system, whether sooner 
or later than the new main, would be in the same 
category - . 

The point can be made that borrowing the money 
for all of this construction over a long term would be 
the fairer way of financing it, so that not just today’s 
customers, but the residents of a populous northern 
Saanich in the future, would share in paying foe it, 

But it is an ironic situation that at current high 
Interest rates, debt chargee would probably see the 
district paying as much again for the work in little 
more than a decade, with much less than a balancing 
number of new customers to share the burden. That 
is the barrier to borrowing that the water board faces. 

The Colonist recently questioned the value of 
bringing the wholesale distribution of water under 
control of the capital regional district, as suggested 
by Reeve Ray Bryant of Esquimau. But If it were 
mooted that the Saanich Peninaula areas yet to be 
served by the Greater Victoria Water District were 
to come into a partnership with some immediate share 
of the cost of enlarging and extending the system, 
this Idea would certainly be worth exploring.

Carry on Firing 

S ECRETARY OF STATE Judy LaMarsh, who Is re¬ 
sponsible to Parliament for the Canadian Broad¬ 
casting Corporation, has solemnly advised the House 
of Commons that neither she nor the government can 
do anything to bring about any change in the Incred¬ 
ibly offensive and tasteless CTBC weekly program 
“Sunday” short of requiring the reiignation of those 
who manage the corporation. 

It is difficult to believe that firing the whole 
management echelon of the CBC is the only solution 
to correcting a minor and comparatively inexpensive 
—“Sunday” is reported to cost but $30,000 a week-

Looking Ahead 

I N AN ADDRESS to the recent Third World Con¬ 
ference on Medical Education in New Delhi, India, 
Dr. H. L. Keenleyside indulged in a little prophecy. 
Among the changes he predicted within the present 
generation were these: 

The world population will more than double. 
Any part of the earth will be less than five 
hours away. 

Instant communication by radio-television 
will be possible between private houses and offices 
continents apart. 

In the industrialized countries more than 90 
per cent of the population will live in urban areas. 

The psychological and biological problems re¬ 
sulting from crowding, lack of privacy and general 
population pressures will increase in number and 
severity. 

Almost all transport will operate on electric 
power much of which will be derived.from nuclear 
energy; jn other cases the electricity will be gen¬ 
erated in small metal capsules by cells,which will 
convert fuel directly into electricity by chemical 
action. 

Hovercraft and helicopters will change the 
whole character of short-range transportation. 

In many places, motor care will operate on 
highways under control of magnetic strips and 
radar systems for automatic adjustment or speed 
and direction. 

Automobiles will be prohibited entirely in 
large segments of cities. 

Cleaning will be done by sound waves, colors 
will be changed by light waves, food will be 
cooked instantly, and many household and most 
office problems will be handled by computers. 
This digression from the more serious tenor of 
Dr. Keenleyside's speech came under the heading of 
“The Next Two Decades.” Tha advances of the last 
two decades have been such ax to practically guaran¬ 
tee that he is right about the next two, In moat 
Instances. 

But—the learned doctor being co-chatnnan of 
B.C. Hydro, as well as a foirner diplomat and director- 
general of the United Nations technical assistance 
program—his forecasts do raise a couple of questions: 

If small metal capsules [perhaps adaptable to 
household use?) are going to produce electricity eco¬ 
nomically, will Hydro still be in business?

Brian Ferguson of Ordam'a at Cowlchan Bay may have hit 
Upon a new sports fishing activity for Vancouver Island 
anglers. He has found that the chum (dog) salmon that have 
never been known to strike a lure before are hitting toe Rex 
Field Buz? Bombs Hke crazy, t 

The only rekson sports fishermen haven't been fishing for 
chum salmon is that they have not been susceptiWe to lures. 
The same used to be true for pink (humpback) salmon, but in 
recent years spurts anglers have been able to take them on 
pink bootchies. Sockeye are taken in small numbers on white 
hootchies. 

Now Ferguson reports he is “fish weary” from pulling in 
chum* up to 18 pounds to Cowlchan Bay. He reports they are 
fine eating, ideal for smoking and canning. 

The Rex Field Buzz Bomb is shaped similar to the old 
Devon Minnows and 1* simply a piece of lead the color of an 
ordinary fishing weight, or black. The line is threaded through 
the lure and tied to a big treble hook. It la reported to make a 
noise a* it is jerked through the water, which Is why it Is called 
a Buzz Bomb. 

It will bs a controversial lure. Many call Tt nothing but a 
superior jig. 

But, Ferguson reports, one third of the chums he hooks are 
hooked in the mouth. The chum* are actually striking at the 
lure. 

One could hardly be accused of Jigging *almon in the 
middle of Cowichan Bay. What appears to be -happening is that 
the chums are attracted to the lure. They strike at It and 
attack it Sometimes they are body-hooked a* they smash at 
the lure. Other times they are hooked to the mouth. 

We would like to see toe Buzz Bomb tried w*to ju*t a tingle 
hook, and that la what Ferguson plan* to experiment with 
S.unday. 

Veteran Cowlchan Bay angler Lea Ha*berg has Voiced 
amazement at toe chum* taking a lure. 

”1 have dragged thousand* and thousand* of hooka through 
those churn* at Cowichan Bay. I have had them bump toe line, 
but I have never hooked one, and I have never before heard of 
anyori$ else Hooking one.” he says. 

The Buzz Bombs have mainly been used for coho off 
Campbell River and Oyster River in the fall, but they were 
originally designed for winter spring fishing off Ihe Comox 
Wharf.

Mind you, 
these "universal donors" are not just 
sttpto for Bing, Lambert and Royal 
Ann: the compatibility works both 
ways. A Deacon or Van cherry tree will 
produce good crops of fruit whan their 
blaeaama are fertilized with Bing, Royal 
Ann or Lambert pollen.

GIBRALTAR (UPI)—Prime Minister Wilson 
and rebel Rhodesian Premier Ian Smith sailed early 
today aboard a British warship in the Mediter¬ 
ranean for secret showdown talks on the year-old 
Rhodesian independence crisis.
